The establishment of the Christmas fen 
ti val now the most joyous of the yearly 
holiitays throughout the civilized world, 
Is the most recent In date of the great 
church days. 
Its social and secular sig 
nificance, of course, followed Its religious 
adoption. 
Yet, curiously enough, it de­ 
rived its rites of merry making not from 
Christianity so much as from the customs 
of the heathen world. 
The rulers of the 
early church, 
from Constantine down, 
were s h r e w d politicians. 
They knew how 
important it was to include as many as 
fusible of the old pagan usages and be­ 
liefs to which the people of the Roman 
empire had been attached In the observ­ 
ances of the new faith. 
Just why Dec. 25 was selected as the 
natal day of the Saviour of the world no­ 
b o d y has ever been able to tell. 
Certainly 
there is no historic reason nor the slightest 
authentic clew, and it is well known that 
December is tho rainy season in Judaea, 
when neither shepherds nor flocks brave 
the open sky 
It is more than probable 
the czdebraMon of Christ’s birt! 


which up to th© firt h century had not been 
n e rv e d at all, got them to be recognized 
as not less wort hy of holiday consecration 
than Faster and Whitsunday. 
It was a 
happy thought to make this as nearly 
identical is* might I*) with the old Roman 
saturnalia, which still survived in some of 
Its forma, and with the annual feast of 
t Thor, observed among all the Teutonic 
races, even those which had accepted the 
white Christ. 
It was tho more a p l i t e , 
too, an tile Roman festival and the Tell 
tonic alike had symbolic reference to tho 
groin natural fact that the sun at or about 
that date rises out of tho decadence of his 
pow, r to augmenting heat and splendor, 
j This was easily applicable to the first ap 
{H'aiance of the Son of God and the Sun of 
the World among men. 
; 
So we Hie Imported into the observance 
af the Christian holiday from the first on 
it* social side tho time honored heathen 
usages aud ceremonies 
Tho 
universal 
(present giving of the saturnalia, especially 
to children, and the democratic equality 
which abolished distinction of rank 
at 
i that period wore at once followed by tho 
Christian 
merrymakers. 
From the old 
Norse usages the dnv borrowed tho cus­ 
toms of the huge bonfires, the Yule log of 
holy asli or oak to bo burned indoors, the 
symbolism of the holly 
and 
mistletoe 
boughs, alike sacred to tho deities, the 
great boar’s head served a* the piece de re 
^stance of the Christmas feast and the 
general bacchanalianism of the occasion. 
Tim latter, however, was also typical of 
the old Roman f»*stlval 
Santa Claus (St 
Nicholas) came by and by into the rich 
syiiioolism of the Christmas show as the 
successor of Odin, the all father and till 
giver 
The Scandinavian god on the oc­ 


casion of the festivities of his eldest son, 
Thor, distributed universal gift*, the fa­ 
ther of each family being his special agent 
in tho matter. As Odin, or Woden, became 
in later myths the mighty huntsman who 
ranged the forest*, we see how the Christ­ 
mas tree and evergreens found their places. 
Whv, 
however, 
the functions of 
Odin 
should have specially been finally transfor- 
| red to St. Nicholas out of all the Christien 


I canon roll, unless from the fact that this 
line old saint was the special patron of 
children and schoolboys, it is not easy to 
divine. 
These things go to show what a 
curiously tangled composite our Christmas 
Is and how lustily It has grown out of di­ 
verse elements till It has become the most 
significant and hallowed of holiday sea­ 
sons, marking really an epoch of the year. 
Among the causes which have enshrine! 
this day so deeply in the heart of the world 
the fact that it is peculiarly children’s day 
is probably the most fetching in its magic. 
The 
young people everywhere among 
Christian 
peoples constitute the factor 
which dominates the social ulster van ce of 
the season. 
Rich wassail at the dinner 
board, somnific music and pomp of church 
service, avell the giving of 
rich 
gifts 
among the elders, were these all, would 
leave Christmas but little different from 
other holidays, notably so in the case of 
Easter, when present giving among the 
rich has iiecoine so common. The Bam bino, 
or infant Christ, as the idol of the occasion, 
would then havo but little significance, 
but when the juvenile world declares that 
it rules the jubilee the keynote is struck 
which sends its thrilling music riiiginl 
throughout humanity. How Charles Dick 
ens, the prose poet of Yuletide in fiction, 
has spun this pregnant fact into exquisit4 
episodes is probably tho highest measuM 
of his success in imaginative work. 
The 
images he has created will live forever iii 
th* Christmas Drooession far more than

Milk and Water. 
M ilk is un adm irable food, containing 
all the elements of nutrition in a form 
capable of ready assimilation. Contrary 
to the nnivorsal opinion, however, milk 
is not always well adapted to the use of 
tho sick. A very active condition of the 
digestive organs is required for the 
proper conversion of milk, and the di­ 
gestive fluids of the sick do not come up 
to this standard. Moreover, the facility 
with which milk absorbs gases and de­ 
velops poisonous ptomaines must be 
borne in mind. It is in this way aready 
source of infection even when drawn 
from a healthy cow, aud there is little 
doubt that much of the milk iii uso is 
not obtained always from healthy ani 
mal s. Heat is the most satisfactory of ail 
sterilizers, aud when milk is boiled it is 
probably safe. The boiling also renders 
it more digestible.

The anxiety of the Dominion author­ 
l y to do all in their power to send 
J. visions to the Klondike miners this 
Pinter bas been the means of stimulate 
lug people interested in the question to 
tbe invention of some novel ideas, bn! 
£e most curious is that of a farmer who 
intends to make a trip to the new min­ 
ute region as soon aa the spring weather 
itins with a load of bard boiled eggs. 
Anon Edwards is not a visionary theo 
but a hard headed business farmer, 
who owns one of the largest poultry 
terms a few miles east of Toronto. His 
annual supply of eggs numbers nearly 
100.000. 
**1 have discovered at last a method 
rf preserving eggs in perfectly fresh 
audition,M he said, “ but I shall not be 
able to make nae of the discovery until 
next summer, when the eggs are plenty. 
I shall begin next season and preserve 
•very egg that my hens lay, and by tbe 
Diddle of winter I shall begin to mar­ 
ket them on a wholesale scale. 
"But meanwhile I have made another 
tfitcovery. Last Angust, when the rush 
(or the Klondike started, I began to 
think of some way of reaping a profit 
tnt of it. I knew I was no miner and 
that I woald die before I could get rich 
Jibing for gold, but if eggs woald 
stake my fortune I would get there. 
What I don't know about eggs and hens 
ain’t worth knowing. 
An idea struck 
me, or, rather, I stole my idea from Li 
Hung Chang when be visited 
New 
York. To say we can’t learn anything 
from the Chinese is making a pretty 
broad statement Now come down into 
my storeroom and look at my cargo 
that I shall carry to the Klondike in 
surly spring. “ 
He led the way down into an under­ 
ground cellar, where there were owner- 
oui barrels and boxes piled up in tiers 
Opening one of these, be disclosed to 
view tbe most carious looking eggs that 
a man over saw. They were of a dark 
•lay color and rough to tbe touch. 
In 
fact, there was nothing about them to 
indicste that they were eggs except their 
•val form. 
“ Don’t look much like eggs. do they? 
Ho, they don’t But wait until I break 
one. ” 
He gave the egg a sharp crack with a 
knife handle, and it cracked in two. As 
die shell fell apart it revealed the white 
kau’s egg inside. The part that was out­ 
side was nothing but a husk—an arti- 
lciul covering of clay. 
When this was 
peeled off, the eggshell looked very 
sutural, but when it was broken open 
the white part of the meat was tinged a 
httle with green, aud the yolk was a 
shade darker than that of the ordinary 
«gg. 
“ Now eat it and see if it isn’t good. 
I don’t believe you could tell it from a 
fresh burd boiled egg. Yet I boiled that 
tgg late last August, and it will be just 
as good next summer as it is today. It 
would make delicious eating to the 
miuers in the Klondike, who rarely get 
•Rgs or fresh meat. I have preserved 
tboueaudi of them in this way, and I 
•hall sell them to the miners in tbe 
Kloudike next summer. They are as 
cheap to transport as meat, and eggs 
bring far more than meat up there. No­ 
body baa attempted to take egg! They 
have carried canned goods and milk of 
•ll kinds, hot eggs have been omitted 
from their bill of fare. 
“ How did I do it? Well, simply this 
way: I boiled the eggs hard, and then 
while they were hot I packed them in 
•cit clay and put them in a cool place 
to dry. In this condition they will keep 
forever. I understood that Li Hung 
Chang’s commissariat brought to New 
York with him eggs preserved in this 
way that were reputed to be 1,000 year* 
•id. I thought I would try the experi­ 
ment, and, sure enough, it worked. I 
have some duck eggs that are treated 
ie a similar way. 
I have followed (Hit 
the Chinese method in this instance 
too Instead of using clay for covering 
the shells I take a paste of charcoal. 
This has even a better preservative ef­ 
fect upon the eggs than the clay, and I 
*i*h now that I had used it on the 
ben*’ eggs 
“ I expect to start for Klondike in 
March and get there in time for the 
^ h . I expect to get about ll apiece for 
*ny hard boiled eggs There may be a 
disposition at first not to accept such 
Peculiar diet, but a little demonstra­ 
tion will satisfy any one that the eggs 
•re as good as fresh ones. If you like 
your eggs served bot, drop them in 
boiling water just long enough to heat 
them through, and they will be as good 
ss any you ever tasted. 
When chopped 
up, they make excellent relishes with 
meat* and navies. 
The only drawback 
** that you can’t beat them up for cake! 
and puddings. That is why I have no 
demand for them in Canada, where 
D**b eggs can be obtained.

I will 
merely aay that I do it by giving each 
egg u chemical bath just as axin us laid. 
This bath closes np the pores of the 
shell and makes them absolutely air­ 
tight. In this condition they will retain 
their freshness and sw eetness for years. 
Of course I don't know just how many. 
Time will tell that One year, however, 
is sufficient for all purposes. Next sum­ 
mer I ll treat several hundred thousand 
of them to this chemical bath, aud 
wheu winter comes I’ll have a coiner in 
eggs in Canada. If ro o W u l, I’ll buy 
enough the next season to control the 
egg markets of the world. I ’ll make 
my pile in eggs yet, aud then retire 
from business. I haven't studied these 
old hem aud their eggs for a lifetime tor 
nothing.’’—St. Louis (Hobe-Democrat 


Boom Prediction*. 
The author of the “ Vision of Piers 
Plowman, ’’ a work written in the reign 
of Edward III, predicted with great dis­ 
tinctness the fall of the religious houses 
in England.

The revolted people, freed from 
their master oppressor, will not be able 
to subsist without destroying their 
neighbors, and tbe most cruel wars will 
exist among all there nations. ’’

Stir the whole over the fire 
until thoroughly mixed, when boil 
slightly until it cracks or hardens when 
dropped into ice water.

When 
nearly cold, grease a sharp knife with 
olive oil and mark tbe caramels into 
squares, cutting part way through the 
mixture. When cold, break si tart, wrap 
in waxed paper and pat in tin boxes to 
keep. 
Coffee caramels may be made after 
the same recipe as chocolate caramels, 
omitting the gill of cream and chocolate 
aud substituting a gill of black coffee. 
Not caramels are made by putting 
into the chocolate caramel mixture a 
half pint of mixed chopped nuts just as 
you are turning them into the greased 
pan.

RUSSIAN CRUISER SVETLANA IS Of AN 
ENTIRELY NEW TYPE. 


OsoiblsM th* Qualities of rn Ftfhtiag Ma­ 
chias aad rn Private Vaaht—Was Built 
at a Cart of A boat OI SS,OOO—Her gpe- 
to a af Tvlapkoaa Coca a cf laos. 


Lying in the Bellot dock t i Havre, 
alongside the Spanish cruiser Carlos 
gum to, is a Russian warship of an en­ 
tirely new type. She is the protected 
cruiser Bvetlana, which has been balli 
by the Forges et Chantier* de la Medl- 
terranee at Havre at a cost of shoot 
1182,000. The special feature a boot ber 
is that In addition to being a powerful, 
speedy and effective man-of-war she la 
eire fitted with all the conveniences and 
comforts of a private yacht. Tbe official 
designation of the vessel in “A cruiser 
at the disposal of the grand duke high 
admiral. ’’ The dimensions of the new 
vessel are; Luugth on tbe water line. 
USI fix}t 4 melius; beam, 42 feet 8 inch 
es; molded depth, 38 feet 9 inches; ex­ 
treme draft, 18 feet 9 inches, and dis­ 
placement, 8,888 tone 
Bbs is bail! 
of steel, sheathed with wood and cop 
per. 
Her speed is expected to attain 
very nearly 21 knots an hour. Thera are 
two unglue* of the vertical triple expan­ 
sion type, driving twin screw* They 
were estimated to develop 8,600 horse­ 
power, but have already gone as high ae 
9,600, ami at the final steam trials will 
uu doubt reach 10,000 horsepower. The 
motive force ta provided by IS Belle­ 
ville boilers, arranged in three groups 
of six each 
With her bankera fail the 
vessel baa a radios of 19,000 miles al 
IO knot speed. The 8vetlana was laid 
down at Havre on Don T, 1898, 
was launched 19 months later.

There ie always bustle there, bnt 
the holiday rash has redoubled the ac­ 
tivity. Howorur, there is one part of 
the busine** which is not this year giv 
tug Postmaster Miskall and his force a 
great deal of annoyance. That is the 
foreign mail. 
Ah rn role, Kast Liverpool sends a 
vast amount of valuable mail matter to 
England every year. The prosperous 
people here do not forget the finn 
friends on the other siderof the Atlantic, 
and a great many dollars have usu­ 
ally been spent for that which will 
make those friends happy. Dnrlngthe 
two other holiday seasons the genial 
postmaster has looked after Unde Sam’s 
business in this plaoe, the number of 
packages addressed to points across the 
ocean has been of snffioientsiEe to excite 
wonder and amassment. He also won­ 
ders and is am abed this year, bot it is 
because the number of European pack 
ages is so small 
That business usually begins a few 
days before the domestic rash, and pa 
tientlyhave the clerks awaited it. There 
has been no falling off in the number of 
letters and the money order business, 
but the packages have been few. Mr. 
Misksll natl mates that not more than 
one-third the usual number have passed 
through the office. He does not attempt 
to explain the shortage. 
Not so with the domestic part of the 
work. Yesterday was an unusually busy 
one, and today it is even worse. Pack­ 
ages of all kinds, bulky letters and holi­ 
day greetings all tend to give employ­ 
ment to the already busy force. They 
are sent to all parts of the country. A 
great many go to Trenton and a great 
many come from that crockery town, 
while points down the river are also 
noticeable. 
The volume of mail has 
been so great that Mr. Miskall does not 
hesitate in saying that it exceeds any­ 
thing he has ever seen about the offloe. 
Last year was big, bat this year far sur­ 
passes it. The sacks and pouches come 
piling one upon another until they are 
almost lost sight of in the harry and 
bustle to get them away to the station, 
or to deprive them of their contents and 
•catter letters, packages, bandies and 
papers into hundreds of homes through­ 
out the city. 
And through it all there is no delay. 
The mails are met as promptly and tho 
deliveries made with that regularity 
that has always characterised the her- 
vice. Few observers, standing outside 
the enclosure, would kuow anything an­ 
nona! was happening were it not for the 
increased sine of the bundles takon out 
by the carriers an they leave the office 
for their routes

A very active condition of tbs 
digestive organs is required for tbs 
proper conversion of milk, and the di­ 
gestive fluids of the sick do not come up 
to this standard. Moreover, the facility 
with which milk absorbs ga* m and de 
velops poisonous ptomaines mast tv* 
borne in mind. It is in this way aready 
source of infection even when drawn 
from a healthy cow, aud there is little 
doubt that much of the milk in use is 
nut obtain! d always from healthy ani 
multi. Heat is the most satisfactory of ail 
sU'riiizers, aud w hen milk is boiled it is 
probably Fufe. The boiling also renders 
it more digestible. The first action of 
gastric juice upon raw milk is similar 
to that produced by hest, but it requires 
a very active solvent. 
Water is also a 
familiar source of diw^tse, aud all that 
is used for drinking purposes should bs 
previously boiled.—New York D dger
